It is rare that some pronounced 
change in weather conditions get 
by the alert scientists who study 
clim atic conditions and come up 
with the right answer m ore than 
Bine tim es out of ten. 
Prior to the war it was a com­ 
mon thing for the “ weather m an” 
to come up with information which 
w as not borne out by a c t u a l 
weather conditions at the time pre­ 
dicted. 
Accurate forecasting 
means a 
great deal to the public general­ 
ly, and if the forecast says cold 
wave rain, or heavy snow, the pub­ 
lic prepares for it accordingly. This 
guide as to coming weather condi­ 
tions sometimes means a g r e a t 
deal financially to business con­ 
cerns and people in general.

*■ centered around the birth of the Infant 
Jesus. 
Even the Christm as greetings exchanged 
are an expression of this idea. 


This concentration on the spiritual signifi­ 
cance of Christmas in Italy is due to a number 
of factors, chief of which is the location of the 
papacy in Rome. 
The proximity of the pope, a s 
the visible head of the church and his constant 
spiritual leadership in the early days of the 
church, did much to stam p out the pagan cus­ 
toms. vestiges of which survived elsewhere. 
To St. Francis of Assisi, also, should go much 
of the credit for this Italian emphasis on the real 
meaning of Christmas. 
I t w as his famous tab­ 
leau in the little village church of Greecio in 
3223 which originated our modern 
day crib 
Scenes. 


A special novena, eight days of prayer and 
special church services, is held the eight days 
before Christmas, ending on Christmas day it- 
•elf. 
The children may go from house to house 
reciting Christmas poems for which they are re­ 
warded with small coins. 
The 24 hours imme­ 
diately preceding Christmas are observed with a 
strict fast after which a meal with many special 
dishes (but no meat) is eaten. This eve of Christ­ 
m as is a family affair, and in former times there 
Was always a kind of Yule log burning, known 
as the “Appo.” The burning was observed with 
toasting in wine and wishes for the future.

sequoia known as “The General 
Grant Tree,” 267 feet above them. 
Gripping his 
hand,

claim ed. “ My! What a wonder­ 
ful Christ mas Tree it would b e!” 
The she slipped away in t h e 
shadows, and Lee never saw her 
again and never bad any idea of 
her identity. But her r e m a r k 
stuck in his memory. 
The next Christmas, in 1925, Lee 
started the services in the snow 
at the J>ase of the 3,500-year-ffld 
tree, 6,500 feet up in the moun­ 
tains.
